Board at Caroline street, Cork, was formally 
opened by the Lord Mayor of Cork in the 
presence of a large number of representative 
citizens. This is the most recent. addition to 
the series of showrooms built for the purpose 


of displaying electrical equipment and de 


easa its uses,

The new building occupies a commanding 
site near the Post Office, and seen in con- 
junction with the power station adjoining, 
forms an imposing composition. The external 
elevations are bold, simple and straightfor- 
ward. Though frankly modernist in design,

the elevations produce a sense of repose and 
spaciousness generally lacking in functional 
design. No ornament or relief is introduced 
into the walls to distract the eye from the 
window displays. Great care, however, was 
exercised in securing emphasis to the form 
and good proportions in the exterior by a 
ncvel treatment in Snowcrete: this is in a 
deep ochre. 

The interior presents many novel features 
in design and construction. Emphasis on 
horizontal lines produces an interesting 
effect, both in the Tentest panelling and in 
the joinery work. A feature of interest is a 


chromium-plated grill of cubist design, manu- 
factured by Messrs. J. and C. McGloughlin, 
Ltd., Dublin. The demonstration room on 
the upper floor nas a seating accommodation 
for a hundred people, and is fitted with many 
modern features, which only the use of elec- 
tricity renders possible.

FREE DINNERS FOR POOR 
MOTHERS. 


——— 


EXTENSION OF ST. JOHN'S 
WELFARE WORK. 


A wonderful work among expectant and 
nursing mothers in the poorer quarters of 
Dublin is being carried on by the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade in Ireland's Welfare 
Department. 


This week the Welfare Department started 
a fourth welfare dining room in premises, 
made suitable by considerable alterations, 
and given to the cominittee free of all cost, 
for their exclusive use, bv Mr. James Larkin 
and members of the Workers’ Union of Ire 
land, at the rear of Unity Hall, Sl Marl 
borough street. 


There. as in the three other dining rooms In 
the control of the department, 
and 40 very poor expectant and 
mothers receive a free two-course 
daily. The rules stipulate that the applica 
tion must be made early enough to enable 
the women to receive at least two months’ 
pre-natal dinners; and that the total income 
of the applicant must not exceed (after 
deducting rent) 5s. per head per week.

A schoolmaster sends me the following 
lament :— 

lour sets of people are palpably 
harrassed at the begining of the school 
year; for that is the time when text 
books for use during the ensuing twelve 
months must be bought. The shops ol 
the booksellers are, for once, over-thronged 
with boys and girls shrilly demanding the 
mecessary volumes, and the _ harrassed 
attendants begin to develop a hearty dis- 
taste for rising youth. The school children 
themselves are faced with irritated 
teachers, who want to know why, if A 
has got his books already, Y’s are not yet 
available ; and the irritation is not allaved 
by the excuses handed on from the shop, 
While a kind of tacit accusation of work- 
shyness hangs over the unfortunate who 
has to await a second batch from the 
publishers. Parents become restive, too, 
over expenditure, and unjustly accuse the 
teachers of arbitrary change—though, in 
fact, the teachers do their best to arrange 
that books shall have as long a life as 

ossihle, and go to some trouble to 
facilitate the sale to lower classes of hooks 
given up as scholars are promoted.

At the pictures, however, the cast and 
list of characters are put before the 
audience for an altogether too brief 
period. At the conclusion of the 
picture, if I wish very earnestly to 
recall the name of any particular 
character, and cannot draw success- 
fully upon my memory, I must sit through 
an hour's “ padding ”' until the film is re- 
peated. Another fault which I would find 
with many modern films is that very fre- 
quently the characters are not given any 
names; or else I am left to gather them 
from scraps of trans-Atlantic conversation.

A good deal has been written about the 
advisability of leaving a ‘“‘lone thorn 
bush’’ severely alone.

Their carcases lay there for three 
vears, because nobody would help to bury 
them. After that Pat Fay decided to try 
again, and this time he was found dead 
beside the bush. The verdict brought in 
at his inquest is a notable one: ‘‘ That 
Patrick Fay met his death by the visita- 
tion of Providence, no marks cf internal 
or external injury being found on his 
body.” 


Electricity from ‘Curf. 


I, in commen with most other people, 
had always heileved that turf was useless 


for any other purpose than domestic 
firing, and I am surprised to learn that it 
has large industrial uses as well. It even 
lends a hand to the Five Year Plan. One 
of the largest electric power stations in 
Russia uses turf for fuel. The station is 
beside a large turf bog, covering hundreds 
of acres, but the fuel is not obtained in 
the time-honoured way that we know in 
Ireland. 

The Russians have their own methods. 
They use powerful hydraulic hoses, with 
which they wash down the turf into a 
huge pit already excavated. Here it lies 
as a wet sludge, and then it is pumped 
out on to the fields to dry. When it has 
been properly dried a slicer mounted on a 
tractor runs over the field and cuts the 
turf into neat sods. It is then stacked on 
trailers behind tractors and conveyed to 
the power station. This method of obtain- 
ing fuel for the station employs about 
5,000 men for half the year. : 

" Gathering the turf ”. would not have 
the same atmosphere if it were done in 
Ireland by machinery, though, no doubt. 
it would be much quicker. Still, if I am 
not mistaken, the turf. whether cut bv 
machinery or by hand, must be dried by 
the air; otherwise it is useless as a fuel. —

WHERE HATCHERIES 
ARE A SUCCESS. 


(By a Srecia CORRESPONDENT.) 


HATEVER opinions may be held in 
W other parts of Ireland regarding the 

merits of hatcheries, the oy of 
Sligo, who are assiduously stocking the lakes 
in the district, are well pleased with the 
results that have been so far attained. 

‘For years,” | was told by Mr. J. A, 
McLoghry, hon. treasurer of the Sligo Anglers’ 
Assoviation, ‘‘we have been carrying on 
hatcheries, and all the lakes have been im- 
proved as a result. By introducing fresh 
varieties in some cases we have been able 
definitely to see the effect. 

““ We have now taken a ten years’ lease of 
Lake Glencar, and, although the fishing there 
is already very good, we propose to improve 
it by stocking with salmon and white trout.’’ 

The improvement in trout fishing on the 
cther lakes has been going on year by year, 
and the Association is hoping to make Lough 
Gill a good dapping lake. Lough Arrow 1s 
already well known as one of the best mayfly 
fishing lakes in the British Isles. 

The remarkable feature about the Sligo 
salmon fishery is that the fish are in season 
ali the year round, and the fact that Sligo 
is thus blessed, while SBallysodare' and 
Drumcliffe, in the same bay, are not, remains 
a riddle to the fisherman and the naturalist, 
though lecend has not failed to attribute it to 
the benign action of St. Patrick. 

Angling is a democratic sport at Sligo, as 
the visitor may guess when he sees working 
men, with their trousers rolled up over their 
bare legs, wading in the water at the ‘‘ salmon 
Jadder,' with rods in their hands. I was in- 
formed by Mr. McLoghry that a large pro- 
portion of the Angling Association’s member- 
ship consists of working men. 

A great number of visitors, including many 
from England, have fished the local lakes this 
vear, and Sligo is able to report a very good 
salmon season, Lough Gill having provided 
exceptionally profitable sport. Trout fishing, 
on the other hand, has been spoilt by the 
heavy rains which were experienced during 
the spring

SIR HOWARD GRUBB. — 


SIE HOWARD GRUBB, F.R-&., whose 


February, 1844, and virtually the whole of 
his. . long and useful life was spent in 
Dublin. He-had enjoyed for half a century 
a world-wide reputation as designer and 
constructor of optical and astronomical 
instruments. He was already a man of 
distinguished itidntme.the world of 
science when he'received the honour of 
knighthood in 1 He was a Fellow 
of the Royal Society. and of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, and he received an 
honorary degree in engineering from 
Dublin University and various other 
distinctions. 

Sir Howard's father was engineer to 
the Bank of Ireland, and was also an 
amateur in astronomy. Pursuing his 
hobby, the elder Grubb showed a skill in 
the construction of instruments that 
brought him to the notice of that Earl 
of Rosse who built the Birr telescope 
and of another notable astronomer, Dr. 
Robinson, of Armagh. He had a private 
observatory in a house, since replaced, 
beside Charlemont Bridge, Dublin. En- 
couraged by his friends, he built for the 
Dublin Exhibition of 1853 a 12’’ telescope, 
which at the time was considered to be a 
remarkable instrument. This demonstra- 
tion of his skill led to a commission to 
build a great telescope for Melbourne, 
Australia. 

In view of his connection with the Bank 
of Ireland, he was unable to take the 
Melbourne commission in his own name, 
and Howard, then about twenty years of 
age, was withdrawn from his engineering 


course in Trinity College, Dublin, to take 
the contract. Under his father’s super- 
vision he was thus responsible for the pro- 
duction of what was known for many years 
as the great Melbourne telescope—it re- 
mained for some time the largest of its 
kind. 

The Melbourne telescope was made on 
portion of the Leinster Cricket Club’s 
ground at the back of houses on the 
eastern side of Rathmines road.  After- 
wards the adjoining field was taken, and 
that was the site of the Grubb workshops 
until 1917. when, under Government order, 
Sir Howard Grubb moved to St. Albans, 
near London. 

In working on the Melbourne telescope 
Howard Grubb soon acquired a skill 
surpassing his father’s. He had three 
attributes that gave him a unique position 
in his craft. The first was an extraordinary 
skill in the ‘‘ finishing’’ of the large 
object-glasses used in the modern 
equatorial] telescope. Skill in that matter 
is partly a matter of technique in the work- 
ing of optical glass and of understanding 
of the physical principles of light; but Sir 
Howard claimed that it was also a matter 
of instinct. A few minutes’ work in polish- 
ing might make or mar a glass, and he said 
that that critical phase of the work was a 
matter of instinct rather than rule. He 
did things which he felt to be right, but 
could not explain on any scientific basis. 

A second attribute was his aptitude for 
mechanical design, and a third was a ready 
appreciation of the requirements of re- 
search workers in astronomy. These quali- 
ties togther fitted him for the production 
of improvements in astronomical instru- 
ments which have been a factor of first 
importance in the advance of astronomy. 


A FINE TESTIMONIAL. 


Most important, of course, was his per- 
fection of clockwork apparatus for 
mechanical control and impulse of 
equatorial telescopes, so that the observer 
could be free at the eye-piece and able to 
concentrate his mind on observation, and 
—still more important—so that use could 
be made of photography as a means of 
observation and record of stellar pheno- 
mena. 

His work was summed up in the well- 
weighed words of a testimonial sent to 
him on his eighty-second birthday, with 
the signatures of the eighteen foremost 
astronomers of Great Britain, headed by 
the Astronomers-Royal of England and 
Scotland, the Astronomers of Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities, and the prin- 
cipals of the Royal Astronomical Society. 
The testimonial said :— 

“We recall with admiration his de- 
voted application of his resourceful- 
ness and ingenuity to the develop- 
ment of the instrumental equipment 
of astronomers through more than 
sixty years, and we wish to record our 
grateful sense of the great services 
rendered by him and his celebrated 
firm to our science. . 

“ Especially do we recall with 
pleasure his contribution to the under- 
taking of the Photographic Survey of 
the feasa, in the provision of suit- 
able object glasses, and of the refined 
clockwork needed for the accurate 
movement of the telescopes.”” 

Sir Howard Grubb’s reputation as a de- 
signer and constructor was established by 
the production of the Vienna telescope, 
which displaced the Melbourne telescope 
from pre-eminence, and itself remained 
for some years the most notable telescope 
in the world. The Vienna refractor, 
which had a 27-inch aperture, was 
finished, with its mountings, in 1881. The 
commissioners from Vienna inspected it 
at Rathmines in March of that year, 

ssed it as more than satisfactory, and 
it was erected at Vienna soon afterwards. 


WORLD-WIDE ORDERS, 


Orders from all over the world followed, 
and there were few telescopes of any note 
in which Sir Howard Grubb’s improve- 
ments were not used, even though he did 
not construct them all. The telescope 
at the Lick Observatory, California, was 
mainly an American production, but Sir 
Howard Grubb’s designs for the equatorial

observer while engaged on observation ; and 
the movable floor was one of many 
tiuprovements designed to enable the 
observer to keep a firm position at the eye- 
piece during observation. Sir Howard 
Uirubb's last achievement in improvements 
of that kind was the provision of 4 
portable electric switchboard. This switch- 
voard is strapped to the observer, and by 
its means he can, without moving from 
his post at the eye-piece, control the turn- 
ing of the domes, the opening of the 
shutters, the setting of the instrument, 
and aH the other electrical arrangements. 
it was provided in connection with a 
telescope built after the Great War for 
the Russian astronomers at Poulkova, the 
last work for which he was entirely 
responsible. 

Sir Howard Grubb’s work at Rathmines 
was not confined to the production of large 
equatorial telescopes. Naturally, such 
orders would give only spasmodic occupa- 
‘tion. He made optical instruments and 
instruments of precision in great variety, 
many being constructed to his own 
patented designs. 

He made gun sights for the artillery 
and for the big naval guns, and in that 
respect alone his work had an important 
place in British operations during the 
Great War. Still more noteworthy in that 
department, however, was his invention ol 
the submarine periscope. Some years 
before the war, when submarines were 
being developed as a prominent part of 
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naval equipment, vhe firm of Vickers 
asked Sir Howard Grubb if he 
could devise something which would 
enable them to see what was going on 
under water. ‘‘I cannot do that,” he 
replied, ‘‘ but I can make something that 
will enable you to see out from under the 
water.” The submarine periscope was the 
result of that suggestion, and in due 
course Sir Howard Grubb received orders 
to make a small number of periscopes. 

On these his firm at Rathmines was 
engaged at the outbreak of war in 1914, 
and the original order soon was multi- 
plied. Ninety-five actually were made. 
They had, of course, to be sent from 
Dublin to the naval construction centres, 
and not more than one was allowed to be 
sent on any steamer. When German sub- 
marines .began to work round the Irish 
coast, the Government decided that Si” 
Howard Grubb’s work must be done in 
England ; and, much as he disliked leaving 
Rathmines, there was no alternative. 

A factory at St. Alban’s, near London, 
was taken, and there the rest of the war- 
work was done, 
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Sir Howard Grubb was over seventy 
years of age at the time of the move— 
‘“ too late for successful transplantiny,’’ 
he said. When the war-work was finished 
he took up again at St. Alban’s the 
orders for astronomical instruments which 
had been in hands at Rathmines in 1914. 
After completing the more important of 
these, he disposed of his business to 
his old friend, Sir Charles Parsons. of the 
firm of Armstrong, Whitworth, and it has 


been carried on under the name of 
Howard Grubb, Parsons and Company, at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. ; 

Sir Howard Grubb himself returned to 
Ireland, and had resided since 1925 at 
Kinyxtown. 

For many .years Sir Howard’s chief inte- 
rest outside his own work was the welfare 
of the Royal Dublin Society, and it was 
during his active association with it that 
the scientific side of the Society’s work 
was prominent. He became a Trustee of 
the Society, and he was for a long time 
the senior Vice-President. That was 
during the Presidency of the late Lord 
Ardilaun. Sir Howard was a member of 
the Royal Irish Yacht Club, and of the 
Hibernian United Services’ Club. He was 
also a Deputy-Lieutenant for County 
Dublin.

A month ago the Conservative Party’s 
highest hope was that it might enlist a 
section of Liberalism under the banner of 
tariffs. Now all parties in the State are 
prepared to accept that allegiance. During 
the present week three outstanding free 
traders—the Conservative Mr. Churchill, 
Sir John Simon, a Liberal, and Mr. 
Graham, the Labour Party’s leading 
economist—have agreed to consider tariffs 
either as a real desideratum or as the least 
of inevitable evils. The Budget is being 
balanced ; the country’s next task will be 
the restoration of industry, and it is 
certain that the tariff will be the chief 
weapon in this long and heavy struggle.

It has been assumed 
that, when the election comes, the National 
Government will dissolve into its politica] 
elements, and that the Conservatives, 
pledged to a strong tariff policy, will take 
the reins of office. A new idea, however, 
has sprung from the collapse of the tariff 
controversy.

The Bible. 


“ It is high time,” says the one hundred 
and twenty-seventh report of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, ‘‘ that the 
Church of Christ throughout the world 
became enthusiastically aggressive; for 
everywhere it is being challenged.” 
While the muezzins of Bolshevism are 
calling the faithfal—or the unfaithful—to 
the confession of their godless gospel, the 
Society to the full limits of its power is 
fighting the battle of Christianity. During 
the period 1930-1931 fourteen fresh versions 
were added to the translations of the Bible, 
and nearly twelve million copies were dis- 
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tributed’ to the world. One huge area, | 


however, is denied wholly to the Society's 
activities. From the Baltic Sea to the 
Pacific Ocean, wherever the writ of Moscow 
runs, the Bible is banned. Moreover, in 
other parts of the world where the Com- 
munists are powerful a like virulent 
hostility to the Society's efforts has been 
manifested. The report is especially 
interesting to-day since it furnishes a 
further proof that the forces of the world 
are tending directly into two defined camps 
—the material and the Christian. While 
the Society has stressed, as is natural, 
those places and atmospheres in which it 
has encountered the. strongest opposition, 
it is, perhaps, on less conspicuous portions 
of the front that the real war between light 
and darkness is being waged. If Soviet 
Russia and other centres have avowed 
themselves atheist, at least they have not 
troubled to conceal their colours. Else- 
where—indeed, almost everywhere else— 
the earth is studded with Laodiceas. The 
poison gas of indifference blights the 
Christian message with an effect to which 
that of the atheist’s heavy artillery is a

The Age of Comedy. 


The London stage during this year and 
last year has tended to revive the master- 
pieces of eighteenth century comedy. 
This week, for example, patrons of the 
St. James's Theatre are treated to ‘‘ A 
Trip to Scarborough,’’ that delightful 
comedy which Sheridan reared on a 
foundation by Vanbrugh. The production 
and performance have called copious praise 
from all critics, who find in Sheridan's 
lines a quintessential wit that is sadly 
lacking in modern British comedy. Why, 
when the Irish theatres are sending up 
complaints of the paucity of plays, do they 
not consider a more general revival of these 
early masterpieces? Some months ago Mr. 
Lennox Robinson staged a ‘‘ modernised ”’ 
version of Sheridan's “ The Critie ” at the 
Abbey Theatre. It was a good production, 
and it amused the audience mightily ; but 
a careful observer must have noticed that, 
while one-third of the laughs were for Mr. 
Robinson's clever modern touches, two- 
thirds were inspired by the unchanged and 
sparkling dialogue of Sheridan. Doubt. 
less, many people who would have pre- 
judged pure Sheridan unfavourably, were 
lured to this performance by its novelty. 
We believe, however, that after a very little 
education in these early plays the public 
would prefer them vastly to much of the 
pot-boiling stuff that alternates with the 
better modern Irish work. We believe, 
furthermore, that a time has come when 
the best classical comedy—more particu. 
larly the best eighteenth century comedy— 
deserves a fresh trial in Ireland at the 
hands not of amateurs, but of the country's 
best companies. The Abbey Theatre com- 
plains of a lack of good, new Irish plays, 
and has inaugurated a competition to 
attract such work. We wish its efforts 
well, though masterpieces are unlikely to 
issue from a competition. Why does the 
Abbey Theatre forget that there were Irish 
dramatists of the highest eminence before 
Synge and Dr. Yeats!

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Russian Oil.

Among

war upon the civilised world are her oil 
products. The development of oilfields 
was one of her earliest objects under the 
Five-Year Plan, and their produce has 
been pushed, with greater or less success, 
into almost every corner of the earth. One 
result of this development of the Russian 
oilfields has been a condition amounting 
almost to chaos among the oil companies 
of the capitalist nations. Prices have 
sunk to an alarming extent, and they 
will sink further—so far, indeed, as to 
disorganise the industry—if Russia's pro- 
gramme of development is suffered to con- 
tinue. In 1927 she exported 10,500,000 
tons of oil: the end of 1931 probably will 
see the output raised to 18,500,000 tons, 
and Russia expects that by another two 
years she will be exporting an annual 
supply of 42,000.000 tons. Such. at 
least, is her hope: but there is 
every possibility that it is too rosy. A 
Russian geologist, Professor Golubiatni- 
koff, has pronounced that the reserves in 
the Baku oilfields are far short of earlier 
estimates, and are likely to dry up before 
long. Baku, as we must remember, is by 
far the largest and most important of the 
Russian oil-producing districts. If the 
Professor is right, then the Five-Year 
Plan’s success must receive a grave set- 
back ; for such a drought would mean not 
only that Russia must cease to export oil 
ani oil products, but actually would be 
compelled to import them for her own 
requirements. He warns his countrymen 
that they must try to find new fields in 
the interior of the country, and not at the 
boundary ; for distance from the industrial 
centres reduces the value of oilfields. 
This condition rules out any exploitation 
of the possibly rich island of Sakhalin, 
off the east coast of Siberia.

SCHNEIDER PILOT'S 
FORTUNATE ESCAPE.

UNINJURED AND

LIGHT-LIEUTENANT GEORGE 

SVAINFORTH, the Schneider pilot, 

who broke the world’s speed “record “ on 

Sunday by attaining 579 m.p.h., had a 
remarkable escape yesterday. 

After a trial flight lasting nearly half 
an hour he alighted, in one of the 8.6.0 
machines, when it capsized. Stainforth, 
however, climbed out of the pilot's seat 
unharmed 

It was about 3.15 when Stainforth took 
out the seaplane in which he broke the 
“record.” Jt was his intention to test ‘t 
with a new propeller, which, if satis- 
factory, was to be fitted to the specta! 
engine to be installed for his new high 
speed attempt. | 3 | 

He appeared to experience considerable 
difficulty in taking off. After opening up 
his throttle, he made at least six attempts 
to. rise. 

Everything went well to the end of the 
flight and the "plane came down over the 
water, after having been in the air about 
twenty-five minutes. To those who stood 
watching at the Calshot Station, Stain- 
forth appeared to be making 4 perfect 
landing. The seaplane skimmed the water 
und commenced taxi-ing at what appeared 
to be a speed of about 120 miles per hour. 

Stainforth had just reached the end «f 
the taxi-ing stage, at which point he was 
likely to shut off his engine. when 
suddenly the dramatic ery went up of 
“ He’s gone '*? Those on shore were then 
horrified to see that the ‘plane had tarned 
turtle. 

Speed boats dashed across to the spor. 
but before they reached the machine 
Stainforth emerged from beneath it. He 
climbed on to one ef the floats and waved. 


UNPERTURBED. 


Stainforth was brought ashore 
speed-boat as imperturbable as ever. 
carried his flying coat over one 
Although ghastly white, he was smilling 
when a doctor rushed up to him. The only 
injury he had received was a slight cut 
over the nose. He assured the doctor that 
he was perfectly all right, and treated the 
whole thing as if it had been just a pass- 
ing incident. As the officer stepped ashore 
he took off his wrist watch, and, handing 
it to a mechanic, asked him to wash it in 
paraffin so as to prevent it from rusting. 

An ambulance was waiting on the con- 
crete landing stage, and the doctor 
persuaded Stainforth to be taken up to the 
mess in it. 

Immediately after the mishap the famous 
seaplane could be seen floating with its 
wings upside down, almost opposite 
Calshot Aerodrome. 

Flight-Lieutenant Stainforth told some 
of his brother pilots that the machine 
toppled over slowly, and he had time to 
release the shoulder straps which secured 
him in the cockpit.

landing the machine was swerving to the 
left, and in correcting it had his heel 
jammed in the rudder line, which turned 
the machine over immediately. 

Among those who went out in speed- 
boats to rescue him, should their help be 
required, was Flight-Lieutenant Booth- 
man, who. won the Schneider Trophy. and 
Flight-Lieutenant Long, another of the 
high-speed team. Both of them flung oif 
their tunics in readiness to dive to Stain- 
forth’s assistance when they reached the 
seaplane. Fortunately their help was not 
needed. 

It is understood that the accident will 
IR no way interfere with the attempt which 
the world’s speed ‘“ record ”’ 
the special engine which has been built is 
placed in the Rolls-Royce S 6 B machine.

ALLOWANCES, EXCEPT FOR FOOD, 
UNCHANGED. 


HE following was issued from the 
Admiralty last night :— 

“In view of the many statements that 
have appeared to the effect that the reduc- 
tions in naval pay decided upon by the 
Government are out of proportion to the 
sacrifices to which other classes of State 
servants or of the community in general 
have been or are to be subject, and that 
the cut amounts in the case of able seamen 
to as much as 25 per cent., it is desirable 
to explain what the situation actually is. 

{ sailor's total emoluments are made 
up of a number of different ingredients, of 
which his basic or substantive pay is only 
one 

The other ingredients are non-substan- 
tive. or efficiency pay and duty allowances, 
hbaige pay, standard ration and messing 
allowance, kit upkeep allowance, and, if he 
s married and above the age of 28, 
marriage allowance. 

The reduction which has been promul- 
gated affects substantive pay only. No 
other emolument suffers change on the Ist 
(ictober, except that the value of the 
stindard ration—which varies with the 
actual cost of foodstuffs—will, owing to the 
fall in prices during the past year, be re- 
duged from 8s. 9d. a week to 7s. 10bd. a 
week. It follows that if the whole of the 
sailors emoluments be taken into con- 
sideration, as is only fair, the percentage 
cut will be seen to be very much less than 
if all his emoluments other than substan- 
tive pay are left out of account, as in the 
misleading statements already referred to.

TEACHERS ‘LEFT 
UNPAID. 


WILL AUTHORITY BE 
DISSOLVED?

Cert MAYO has again been making 
history.. This time it is the Voca- 
tional Education Committee which is 
attracting attention, and its action, or 
rather inaction, appears to have its origin 
in the difficulty that arose some time ago 
over the appointment of a librarian. 

Under the Vocational Fducation Act, 
which became operative on 21st July last, 
a committee was appointed to administer 
technical education in County Mayo, to 
apoint teachers, and do all the necessary 
work for the due carying out of the pro- 
visions of the Act. 

The necessary machinery was actually 
in operation, the teachers were appointed, 
and the schools in working order, when 
the committee suddenly ceased to function. 
The schools kept going, but the routine 
work of the committee stopped. Among 
other results, the salaries of the teachers— 
who number ahbont a dozen—as well as 
those of other persons employed by the 
committee, have not been paid. For several 
months this has been going on, and it is

the teachers no public protest has been 
made. The teachers carried on their 
duties during the last term up till the 
usual holiday time, and now they are 
starting on a new term.

A BACK TO THE LAND MOVEMENT. 


the thigration of people from the 

smaller towns to cities was a menac- 
ing probiem not to be solved in a day or two. 
It was up to the municipal authorities in the 
towns to concentrate on whatever powers they 
had to arrest this migration of the young 
people, There was a constant dirge that the 
póor ratepayer was always the victim for 
public smprovements. 

On the other hand, it was said: ‘‘ What 
are the ratepayers for except to pay?’ It 
woul, however, be unreasonable to ask them 
to, subscribe to a scheme that would not’ show 
a justifiable result. Were the boys and girls, 
slie’ asked, availing themselves of the ad- 
vantages of technical instruction which have 

_ been brought to their doors? Were the girls 

trying to fit themselves to be good house- 
wives? If they did so there would be less 
bachelors. (Laughter.) 

In Rathmines, she added, where there is an 
excellent Technical Institute, the young men 
who are about to be married always inquire 
if the prospective bride has been attending 
the technical school. (Laughter.) 

Ireland was becoming more and more a 
tourist country, and parts of it had been im- 
proved beyond recognition. They should 
begin to use the slogan, “ Back to the Land.” 
Small agricultural industries had been 
neglected, and in this and other matters there 
ought to be better organisation of local com- 
mittees and in the awakening of local 
councils. 

Referring to the Public Appointments Com. 
migsioners, she said that where public ap- 
pointments arose in the City of Dublin she 
always advocated, all other things being 
equal, the appointment of a Dublin man or 
woman. 

“1 do that,” she said, “on principle. If I 
encourage young men to come up from the 
country there is a temptation to bring a whole 
family, and we have not room for them. We 
have hardly room for ourselves.” > 


STOPPING THE DECAY. 

Mr. McGahan (Dundalk), on the question 
of what might be done to prevent the decay 
of urban areas, said that the population 
might be divided into two classes--namely. 
the young peonle, full of ambition, and the old 
fogies. (LLaughter.) The municipal authori- 
ties, he thought, could do something. Taking 
the class cf the older people first, he said 
that there was a certain class with incomes 
who were desirable people, and something 
might be done to stop them from leaving 
the towns. ! 

He thought the municipal authorities could 
do something, and among the suggestions 
that he made was that they should have 
better streets, and if they could get the 
Shannon Electricity Board to deal with them 
they should light the streets well, and sewers 
and waterworks should also be attended to. 
With regard to the case of the young 
people, he said that they wanted employment 
t> enable them to get on in the world. 
Kfforts might be made to secure sites for 
factories, and it would be well if municipal 
authorities had committees to look out for 
opportunities for employment in the towns. 


URBAN AUTHORITIES POWERS. 

Miss Kate Breen (Killarney) said that if 
the rural areas were made sufficiently attrac- 
tive no one living in them would want to 
leave them to live in the towns. 

Mr. McMahon (Kilrush) said that the 
approaches to their towns were their greatest 
reproach, and the best way to remove that 
reproach was to provide suitable houses, but 
private enterprise was not able to arrest the 
decay of urban areas. He thought that it 
should be one of the first duties cf urban 
authorities to put in the place of insanitary 
houses, good-class houses. He thought that, 
failmg to keep their boys and girls on the 
lend, the next best thing was to keep them 
in the towns, and to do so it was essential 
to give them decent homes. 

Mr. Jinks (Sligo) expressed the opinion 
that: the Government should give a longer 
tine for the repayment of housing Joans, 
and “that a short bill should be introduced 
in the Dail for the purpose of enabling local 
authorities to achieve their desire to provide 
houses for the workers at a rent that they 
would be able to pay. 

Mr. Patrick Byrne (Drogheda) said that 
the migration of the workers was the fault 
of the Urban Councils and the Rural 
Councils, which year after year were voting 
away millions of pounds for the purchase 
of foreign materials for building purnoses. 


SELF-RELIANCE ADVOCATED. 
Mr. W. M. Cronin, Town Clerk, Newry, 


said that it seemed to him that there was 
nothing that municipal authorities could do 
at present to arrest the decay of urban areas 
beyond bringing their towns to the most 
up-to-date condition and providing all facili- 
ties that were possible to encourage new 
industries, so that when the industria] da- 
pression which at present exists had passed 
they would be in a position to say to those 
who wish€d to start new factories that they 
had evervthing .ready for them. 

Mr. Coburn (Dundalk) said that it was 
not by looking for subsidies that things 
would be improved, but by a better exhibi- 
tion of self-reliance and initiative on the 
“ot of the citizens. It was pitiable to see 
wundreds of young men leaving school vverv 
year and having absolutely no avenues of 
employment. Something must he done to 
find a dENHBÁOECN for voung people, and also 
to instil into their minds that they must be 
prepared to bear sacrifices.

The Mayor of Kilkenny proposed a resolu- 
tion of the Kilkenny Corporation, that in 
view of the fact that the cost of maintenance 
of urban roads has been increased in recent 
years, owing to the large amount of motor 
traffic from ail parts using them, the Govern- 
ment should be requested to have facilities 
given from the hoods Fund, as is being done 
in the case of main and link roads.

mutton, and Jamb in England and Wales. | 
which is issue! to-day by the British Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

The sheep industry (say: the report) is one | 
of the most important branches of British 
agriculture. The value of the annual output 
of mutton and lamb in Great Britain in 1929 
was almost 24 million pounds; that of the 
wool, which is a secondary product, 1s 
estimated in recent years at approximately a 
further four million pounds. The full 
importance of the industry cannot, however, 
be measured solely by the intrinsic value of 
its saleable products. Sheep on farms, it 1s 
oointed out, where they are kept on arable 
rg are of great value in increasing tlie 
fertility and improving the texture of the 
soil, 

it is considered unnecessary to emphasise 
the fact that the methods of marketing may 
make all the difference between profit and 
loss. In the case of live-stock, moreover, 
although the producer's direct part in 
marketing generally ceases when the animal 
is sold, his returns are directly affected by 
the economy and efficiency of the methods | 
subsequently used, both in the slaughtering 
and dressing of his stock and in the distribu- 
tion of the meat and offals. 


GRADING AND MARKETING. 


The report contains suggestions for the 
improvement of slaughtering facilities and 
the establishment of a grading afd market- 
ing scheme for mutton and lamb. Ihese, 
however, concern those operations which, 
under present marketing conditions, take 
lace after the stock has left the producer s 
““Á 

It is not contended in the report that the 
producer cannot take any active part in the 
better marketing of mutton and lamb 

The report discusses the possibility of the 
development of producers’ livestock organisa. 
tions in England. Much of what is said is 
applicable to Ireland, and the report goes on 
to sav that such organisations could not only 
effect a better co-ordination of supply with 
demand as regards both quantity and quality, 
as wel. as carry out such essential work as 
publicity in favour of the home killed pro- 
duct, but, if comprehensive, they would be in 
a position to encourage the adoption by the 
trade of a standardised system of carcase- 
grading and the provision of a more efficient 
and economic slaughtering system. 


IRISH EXPORTS. 


The revort shows that out of a total of 
650,157 sheep and lambs sent from Irish ports 
to Great Britain in 1930, 578,066 were sent 
from Dublin, Belfast being next in import 
ance with 71.431: Greenore, 57.058; Dundalk, 
18,458; Waterford, 23.712; Drogheda 27,986, 
and. Londonderry 52,707. Liverpool is the 
most important landing place, receiving 
310,000 head in 1970, and Holyhead with 
175,000 is next in importance. Almost 17,000 
head were sent direct from Ireland to Man- 
chester in 1930. The sheep and lambs brought 
over from Ireland. it is observed, are 
mainly crossbreds. Longwools and mountain 
breeds prevail. Down crosses are compara- 
tively scarce. The best of fat lambs are those 
weighing 36-44lbs. dead weight. When less 
than ths they are usually too lean, and are 
then best suited to the Lancashire trade. 

The quantity of mutton and lamb 
sumed annually in Great Britain—284)bs. per 
head of the population—is considerably less 
than half that of beef, which in 1928 was esti- 
mated at about 7Olbs. per head, and only 
about two-thirds that of pig meat, which in 
1924 was put at 44lbs. per head.

RAILWAY TRANSPORT. 


In view of the position of Trish railways, it 
is interesting to note that this report says 
that for long distance haulage, either of live 
sheep or carcases, rail transport still holds the 
field. It is quicker than road transport, and 
the freight charge is usually lower. For short 
distances of, say. ‘under fifty miles, road 
transport is probably quicker and more con- 
venient. 

The report sucgests a national mark grading 
and marking scheme for home-killed mutton 
and lamh, providing as it would right through 
to the customer a visible guarantee of both 
origin and quality, would become the basis for 
the stimulation of demand by large-scale 
publicity.

The Rev. R. Saunderson Griffin, Rector 
of the parish, extended a _ cordial 
welcome to the Archbishop of Dublin, 
who performed the opening ceremony. They 
were pleased, he said, to have the Archbishop 
with them on that unique and important 

occasion in the history of the parish. This 
day, he said, brought to a completion the 
steady and painstaking work of two-and-a- 
half years.

EXTENSION INEVITABLE. 


The President at this time will commit 
himself to neither of these suggestions, 
but the same newspaper adds :—‘ There 
is reason to believe that he regards the 
extension of the debt holiday for a further 
period of not less than two years as in- 
evitable.’’ Those who have lately talked 
with him on the subject are said to have 
been convinced that he will say as much 
when the time comes, but that he does not 
propose to complicate or compromise the 
ratification of the existing moratorium at 
the hands of Congress by raising further 
issues. 

For whatever reason, President Hoover 
is not yet ready to move towards the ex- 
tension of the debt holiday, but there js 
good reason to believe that the Adminis- 
tration looks with distinct favour on 
Senator horah's recent suggestion of a 
naval building holiday, coterminous with 
the life of the Treaty of London.

GLASGOW FIRE 
LAST NIGHT.

SIXTY FAMILIES LEAVE 
THEIR WOMES. 


Sixty families left their homes when an 
outbreak of fire occurred in a densely- 
populated area in the East End of Glasgow 
last night. A building occupied by Alexander 
Hodge, carting contractor, was seriously 
damaged, and forty horses which the building 
contained were rushed to safety. An Airedale 
dog refused to leave, and was burned to 
death. 

The alarm was raised shortly before 
11 o'clock, and detachments from the fire 
brigades in several parts of the city worked 
heroically to prevent tgnement buildings 
being involved. 

Frantic mothers rushed from their dwellings 
with scantily-clothed children in their arms. 

Some of the tenements were damaged by 
falling masonry after the occupants had left, 
Traffic was held up throughout the district, 
and the firemen were still working on the 
flames after midnight.

The Archbishop of Dublin, who was 
heartily applauded, spoke of the importance 
of looking after the voung people, because in 
them lay the future of the Church. What 
they desired to do was to do exactly in their 
own way what Roman Catholics did in their 
own way—they wished that their children 
should be taught their faith in a school of 
their own. With great patience, foresight, 
and tenacity, the Rev. Mr. Saunderson 
Griffin had brought about that school, and 
they owed him a great debt of gratitude. 
The Board of National Education said that 
if they wanted a school the Board would help 
them, and he re-echoed what Mr. Griffin had 
said about the sympathetic treatment of the 
Board of National Education.

They were very grateful to their Minister for 
Education, Dr. O'Sullivan, for his help. (Ap- 
plause.)

OULD not the Free State profitably 


follow the lead which 1s being given 
by South Africa in grey its advan- 
tages, not only as a oliday resort, but 
also as a place of domicile? . 

British people are now being urged 
through the Press to study the amenities 
which South Africa offers as a place of 
residence on account of its cheap living, 
good climate, low taxation, educational 
advantages, and sense of financial 
security. Tourist attractions are also 
being advertised. | | 

At a time when Britain is suffering 
from the effects of economic depression, 
there must be many people who would be 
likely to be induced by such publicity to 
change their country of domicile, and. 
South Africa, like other Dominions, Is 
eager to attract settlers with a certain 
amount of cupital—either young people 
who will develop industry or older people 
with mon_y to spend. But emigration to 
South Africa, which is & journey of three 
weeks from Britain, involves a. complete 
break with the “ old country.” 


MANY ATTRACTIONS. 


The emigrant to the Free State, on the 
other h: nd, would be able to preserve con- 
tact with Great Britain, and here he would 
find conditions to compare favourably in 
all respects with those of any other 
country. Business men with whom I have 
spoken on the subject agree that the Free 
State would benefit from a nationally 
organised campaign to attract settlers to 
the country. 

For people who are not dependent upon 
industry the advantages of Ireland as a 
plaice to live in are obvious. Its sporting 
attractions. with cheap and excellent fish- 


| IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


ing and hunting, are world-famed. Its 
climate, though it has its drawbacks, is | 
mild, and there are many who would | 
prefer it to that of South Africa, which 
suffers in many parts from seasons of 
intense heat. Education also is not being 
neglected in the Free State. 


CHEAP FOOD AND HOUSING, 


As an under-populated country which is 
going through the transition from a purely 
agricultural to a largely industrial State, 
this portion of Ireland is in the same 
position as other British Dominions, which 
are trying to draw people with capital to 


their shores, and there seems to be no 
reason why the example of those other | 
Dominions should not be followed. Large | 
tracts of land throughout the country are 
crying out for development, while the 
people of the country have been emigrat- 
ing because capital has not been available 
to carry it out. 

Apart from the metropolis, where prices 
are in many cases unduly inflated, the 
Free State can show opportunities for a 
standard of living which would compare 
well with those of most countries. Outside 
of Dublin food is cheap, and house agents 
offer what would be regarded in many 
countries as phenomenal bargains, both in 
the way of workingmen’s dwellings and 
large Mansions. 

At the moment, the Free State’s 
financial position seems to be as solid as 
that of any country, with its unbroken 
sequence of balanced Budgets, and, what- 
ever considerations might arise in the 
future, it has profited by its connection 


with the English pound without being 
called upon to bear the full weight of 
#ritain’s bills. Income tax in the Free 
tate now stands at three shillimgs-in the 
pound, while Britain’s is: five K-ih cs ! 


TAXATION RATES. 


Unfortunately, it is difficult.to draw a 
comparison with the rates of taxation in 
most other countries belonging to the 
British Commonwealth, as* these are 
assessed on a different system—not only 
calling for Há levies in respect of 
income from lands, buildings and divi- 
dends, but also having dual taxation for 
Federal and State purposes. In most 


cases, however, it will be found that the 
Free State rates compare more than favour- | 
ably. 

With all these advantages to enumerate, 
why should not the Free State, instead of | 
exporting labour as in the past, start a 
campaign on the lines adopted by South 
Africa to endeavour to import capital ?

T objectionable practice of holding 


fairg on the streets of provincial tcv.ns 

was again discussed at the meeting of 
the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and [:aders’ 
Association, Lid., last night at the offices, 
Upper O'Connell street, Dublin. 

It was explained by the Chairman (Mr. 

McGrenahan) and other members that 
animals suffered severe hardships through 
standing on the ‘treets for long periods and 
from beatings by drovers who lund it diffi. 
cult to herd the cattie due to passing traféc. 
The custom also brought about insanitary 
conditions on the streets, and was condemned 
by medical officers of health in several towns, 
where, despite compiaints, no action had 
heen taken. Bruff and Kilmallock and 
Tipperary, it was stated, were among the 
principal offenders, and the feeling of the 
meeting was that the Civic Guard ought to 
have power to order that animals should be 
driven into fair greens where they had been 
provided. . 
_ It was pointed out by several members that 
if adequate provision for cattle accommoda- 
tion were not made buyerg would have to 
seriously consider keeping away from certain 
fairs. e practice was interfering very much 
with the cattle trade, and some people turned 
to chilled meat because animals coming from 
lreland were heavily marked. 

A deputation was appointed to meet the 
officials of the Department of Agriculture 
with a view to having the holding of fairs 
on the streets made illegal, and it was further 
decided that local councils should be asked 
to take steps to have requisite by-laws made. 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC. 
The decline in railway traffic in the Irish 
Free State was also discussed when a letter 
was read from the Great Southern Railways 


Company relating to the closing down of: 


certain branch lines owing to the decline of 
trade. 

Mr. W. Shaw eaid that recently he was 
speaking to a high official of the Great 
Northern Railway, who said that in the new 
Transport Ball it was proposed that the rail- 
ways shoula be given a virtual monopoly of 
traffic. 

It was suggested by Mr. M. Bermingham 
that the railways were to a large extent re- 
sponsible for their present position, for in- 
stead of catering for certain types of traffic 
they had let it go to the roads. The Railway 
Tribunal, he said, had defeated iis own ends, 
and the railway companies, which spent big 
sums in contesting several claims before it, 
had lost much money, and now possibly re- 
gretted their action. 

No action was taken.

R. GANDHI attended a meeting of 
Labour M.P.'s held in a committee 
room at the House of Commons yester- 

day evening. Mr. J. F. Horrabin, M.P., who 
is Vice-President of the Commonwealth of 
India League, presided. 

In his speech Mr. Gandhi discussed the 
question of complete independence, as 
expressed by the Karachi mandate of the 
Congress Party. He declared that that 
mandate, and the trust reposed in him by 
the people of India, prevented him from 
compromising on that question. 

Mr. Gandhi answered numerous questions. 


THE HOUR OF PRAYER. 

Afterwards Mr. Gandhi was signing dozens 
of autographs in the Grand Committee room 
when he saw that it was nearly 7 o'clock. 
He laid down his fountain-pen and said: “I 
can write no more; it is soon the hour of 
prayer.” 

As Big Ben struck the hour, Mr. Gandhi 
sat down, crossed-legged, with one of his sons 
and Mira Bei (Miss Slade), his English 
disciple, and as the white clad trio intoned 
the prayers, their voices blended softly. 
There were cniy a few watchers of the 
scene, which lasted a few minutes. 

Mr. Gandhi and his immediate followers 
pray every day at 5.45 a.m. and 7 p.m.

MR. GANDHI TO MEET 
COTTON WORKERS. 

The following statement was issued in 
Manchester yesterday by the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Cotton Trade Organisations :— 

' Mr. Gandhi's visit to Lancashire next 
week wili be of a personal and _ unofficial 
character. He has often expressed a wish to 
meet some of the people engaged in the 
cotton industry, who have been most closely 
affected by the Indian boycott on imported 
cloth. 

‘‘ After consultation with the offiers and 
other leaders of the various bodies con- 
cerned, Mr. T. D. Barlow, Chairman of the 
Joint Committee of the Cotton Trade Organi- 
sations, has assured Mr. Gandhi that all 
sections are anxious to make his visit both 
pleasant and useful, and that, inaccordance 
with his wishes, any necessary arrangements 
will be made for him to meet privately 
representative members of the industry. 

““ At a later date, probably towards the 
end of the Round-Table Confere:ce, it is 
hoped that Mr. Gandhi and other leaders of 
Indian opinion will pay official visits to 
Lancashire, for which more elaborate 
arrangements are now under discussion.”’

TARIFFS NO DETERRENT 
TO DUMPING.

At the meeting of the Council of the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Assuciation yesterday at the Permanent 
Exhibition of Irish Manufactures, ó St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, it was reported that 
conferences of industries, which, although 
having the advantages of a tariff, are still 
seriousiy affected by dumping, were being 
held. Leadamans were given where socks at 
23d. per pair were being sold, while suits 
priced at 12s. 6d., and even lower, are being 
supplied. A duty of 15 per cent. on these 
incredibly low prices is no deterrent, it was 
stated, but, pending a review of the whole 
question of tariffs, It was considered advisable 
to recommend that the Revenue Commis- 
sioners be empowered to assess import duties 
on the actual value of such articles based on 
the assumption that they were manufactured 
in this country, instead of on the invoice 
price. 

For the effective carrying out of such a 
scheme it would be necessary to have a 
competent advisory body to assess fair 
values, but this could readily be formed at 
trifling expense. 


THE PERMANENT EXHIBITION. 

It was noted with satisfaction that the 
number ot home and foreign visitors to the 
Permanent Exhibition this year has exceeded 
expectations. Large parties of school child 
ren, trade buvers and the general public are 
interested visitors, while everv morning 
during the tourist season char-a-banc parties 
have been received, ali the travel agencies 
including the exhibition in their morning 
sight-seeing tours in the city. 

A New York chain-store firm, whose buyer 
had visited the Permanent Exhibition, desired 
to be put in touch with Irish makers of 
novelty goods 

Reference was made to an interesting 
delegation from Schweizer Heimatwerk which 


visited the Permanent Exhibition, having 
travelled through the country to study our 
methods of helping rural industries. The 
ladies were Ragna Kgelsberg and FEdith 
Naegeli, with Br. E. Laur, of Zurich. They 
are in charge of a Swiss Government scheme 
which aims at developing cottage industries 
in remote areas where the villages and home- 
steads are isolated by climatic conditions from 
October to April. The people, even in dis- 
tricts where no traditional skill existed, had 
taken up the work with enthusiasm, and were 
now producing, after short courses of train- 
ing, hand-woven tweeds. knitwear, lace, 
embroiderv, pewter, carved wood toys, book- 
ends The goods are disposed of through 
shops opened in various cities by Schweizer 
Heimatwerk. ‘Tourists visiting the country 
for the winter sports buy these distinctive 
products with avidity, thoygh the prices are 
higher than current Irish rates for comparable 
goods.
